Sanitary report from Juarez — Smallpox. 

Consulate of the United States, 

(Jiudad Juarez, Mexico, December 9, 1898. 

Sir : I have the honor to state that since receiving the Department's 
circular instructions in regard to weekly sanitary reports, dated Octo- 
ber 31, 1898, 1 have called frequently upon Dr. E. Samaniego, president 
of the board of health of this city, and have urged him to furnish me 
with a weekly statement of the sanitary condition of the community. 
I have found it impossible to secure any information whatever. There 
is no other official source to which I can apply and no mortuary or other 
statements published by the city. 

Since August last smallpox has been prevalent here, but it is impos- 
sible to learn from official sources how many cases and how many 
deaths have occurred. Dr. Samaniego has the concession for the bull 
fighting and gambling operated in this city during this season, and
